‘To 
the subject of being ready for the coming of the 
Son of man I called the attention of my audi- 
ence; and it appeared to bave a good effeet—

preached in Harmony school house, in the bor- 
ders of this congregation. ‘The building is spa- 
cious, and convenient for religious cen > our 
assembly was so large that all who attended di- 
vine service could not be accommodated in it; 
numbers had therefore to stand without. Many 
of our audievce gave good attention “ unto the 
things which were spoken :’’ may the Lord o- 
pen their hearts as he did the heart of Lydia. 
‘This is a proper missionary post, as there are 
many persons in the yieinity of this house who 
attend no place of worship. A few of the “ ex- 
cellent of the earth,” in that place are anxious 
to have service there again, as soon as,possible, 
Thursday, August 2. Preaehed at the poor- 
house: in passing thro’ the wards, I found one 
nan more serious than I ever saw him before ; 
he attended worship, and desired me to pray 
for him in particular, Another, who appears 
well versed in the sacred scriptures, having 
some doubts and difficulties.on his mind, stated 
them, which L endeavored to. remove: at which 
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he expressed his satisfaction,with meny thanks 
for my attention to him. I fear, however,that 
like too many, he has. better head, than heart 
knowledge, of sacred things. | 
Saturday 4. Attended tean appointment at 
Staunton: from 50 to 60 persons were present, 
most of whom were attentive to thesermon. 
Sabbath 6. Preached in the early part of the 
day at M’Kennan’s church: the pemeregrene 
was respectably large. Preached in the after- 


noon at the Log church ; our assembly was less. 


than on the former occasion, owing ip all pro- 


bability to there being preaching at the same 


hour in Centreville. At early. candle light I 
reached at Rockland: the congregatien was 
arge, say from 2 {o 300 persons present. The 
veople in the church appeared to be solemn, 
certainly they were very attentive. 

Thus. has terminated another month “ of the 
labor of love,” of this society, and of your mis-

sionary e labors of the past mon ave sessed ;” many fortified holds of Satan. to be 


heen more arduous, arid in consequence of the 
intense heat of the weather, much more fatigu- 
ing than either of the preceding months, All 
the duties of a missionary, without boasting, I 
hope I may say, have commanded my serious 
attention—the siek and the dying have been re- 
nforted, and” cated to 
look to Jesus—families have been entered, to 
whom the word of truth and life has been faith- 
fully deelared. A number of bibles, testaments 
and religious tracts have been gratuitously be- 
stowed upon the poor and needy—twenty-six 
discourses have also been delivered by your 
missionary. 

In taking a retrospective view of the opera- 
tions of this young and comparatively small so- 
ciety, christian brethren, we have no reason to 
be discouraged, and give up the “ good work.” 
Your society is increasing in strength and beau- 
ty; and “ im favor both with God and man— 
‘The messenger of truth whom you send is in 
almost every place hailed with increasing ex- 
pressions of grati{ude and attention—He has 
not only been weleomed, but most generally 
been warmly received—hundreds within the 
circle of his mission, are still anxious, & press- 
ing to have ae send the gospel to them—will 
you say to them in reply, no ;. we will not !— 
Such we know, we feel assured will not be your 
language. 

It is trae, we have not seen any remarkable 
out-pouring of God’s spirit in any of those pla- 
cos where we have been “ co-workers with 
God,” in our exertions to build up his kingdom 
and cause in the world—it is true also, that we 
have reason to take up the lamentation of God’s 
prophet, and say, * who hath believed our re- 
pars and to whom hath the arm of the Lord 

een revealed ?”? Yes, brethren, we have a- 
bundant cause to weep day and night over the 
“ valley of dry bones,” whieh on ‘every side 
surrounds us. Secing such is the faet, it ought 
to excite us to lay new plans, to make new ex- 
erlions, to. strain every nerve; and then hum- 
bly to ask the divine blessing on all our efforts; 
for without this they will be all in vain.

IN my former Essay on the sabjectof Baptism the 
great leading features of the two administrations were 
marked out ; first, that of John the forerunner, “ the 
the baptism of Water,’ and secondly that of Christ the

ormer dispensations had their accomplishment, “the 
Waptism of the Holy Spirit.” In tracing the outlines 
-of the two dispensations I endeavoured to shew that 
Juhn’s baptism. was typical—elemen 
Christ’s spiritual and divine—John’s the weak unessen- 
tial baptism of water—Christ’s the powerful essential 
baptism of the Holy Spirit, without which no man can 
ever. see the kingdom ef God.. Now if this point be 
established, and it has not been: denied, I consider the 
strongest position gained); and, as the successful conv. 
mander, who having captured the. main body of his 
enemy’s army, has nothing to do but pick up the strag- 
glers; my Pre. business is to answer the little argu- 
ments founded in verbal criticism or palpable thisun- 
derstanding. ae 

The readers of “* Paul’s’.Jast address to us must . 
have observed that this ground remains untouched by 
him—his plea for carnal ordinances is not founded en 
their con ity to the nature of the Gospel dispen- 
sation—this he well knew he could not sustain—he 
knows they are one in nature with the “ meats and 
drinks asid divers washings” of the Mosaic.code, and 
equally impotent in their operation with the - 
rifications of the law, and until he can shew that “ the 
law of a carnal Commandment” is to supercede “ the 
power of an endless life,” all attempts to justify his 
doctrine upon Evangelical principles will be in vain. 

As ** Paul” in his last address tous has 
bs praegy that because “ Amicus” admits the 
of the Apostles he has consequently ** cut himself off 
from any further quotations from the preachers or wri- 
ters of the New Testament”—I think it proper before 
1 attempt to answer his objections that I should endea- 
vour to remove this' difficulty. “ Amicus” would be 
very sorry.to lose the advantage of Scripture testimony 
in the cause he has espoused, because on that testimo- 
ny he pepeipally relies for the confirmation of every 
opinion he has advanced or shall advance in the present 
discussions * i ptt 

Now I freely confess that I never had an idea thatthe 
Apostles were infallible, and I give “ Paul’ the credit 
ot being the first writer who ever offered. sucha sen- 
timent for my consideration. I always thought. that 
they were men of like passions with us, according to 
their. own testimony, Acts. xiv..13. Lbad notidea that

like the Pope of Rome they bad ever pretended to be 
infallible. 1 remembered that when the Apostle Paul 
met Peter at Antioch he withstood him to the face be- 
cause he was to be blamed—because he dissembled—be- 
cause he walked net uprightly according to the truth of 
the Gospelebecause he compelled the Gentiles to live as 
that the Apostles Paul and James together with the 
Church at Jerusalem twenty seven years after Christ 
bad abolished the ceremonial ordinances of Moses,were 
found the abettors of those ceremonies : see Acts. xxi. 
26.—I remembered that Paul and Barnabas two of our 
Lord’s Apostles had so sharp a contention at Antioch 
that they could no longer travel together in the minis- 
try of the Gospel : See “Acts. xv, 39. From all these 
recollections. I had admitted the idea that the Apostles 
were fallible men—men of like passions with our- 
selves—having the same infirmities: with their brethren’ 
—liable to the éame prejudices,and only infallible when 
under the immediate guidance and instruction of the 
Holy Spirtt—Nevertheless I cannot understand why 
such an opinion must invalidate their writings—be- 
cause Ifreely admit that they wrote under the imme- 
diate influence of divine inspiration, which I acknow]l- 
edge is perfectly infallible in all its operations. 

will now advert to the arguments used by * Paul’? 
to maintain the expediency of perpetuating Jolin’s Bap- 
tism—for the necessity of it he does not contend—he 
grants that it is not essential to salvation—so that 
the whole sum of ali his arguments to induce us to be 
sprinkled, amounts te no more than that we ought to 
submit to an unnecessary form. . 

Now as water Baptism is confessedly nonessential in 
its nature, it should have been shewn that our Lord by 
some “ express Command” enjoined it on his Church 
—this our opponent has failed to do and ever will tail to 
do. ‘This great point he is torced to rest the upon ground 
of conjecture ; the improbability of which f will now 
attempt to demonstrate. For this purpose I will quote 
the two corresponding passages of Mathew xxvii. 18. 
19. and Mark xvi. 25. 16. wherein they give some ac- 
count of the last interview of our Lord with his disci- 
ples and the conversation he then had with them. 
These passages eminently illustrate each other, and 
est«blish our doctrine beyond the reach of a doubte 
Matthew says, “ And Jesus c2me and spake unto them 
saying, All power is given unto me in heaven and in 
earth, go ye therefore and teach all nations Baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son and of 
the Holy Ghost, teaching them to observe all things 
whatsoever 1 have cammanded you, and lo J am with 
you always even unto the end of the world.”—Mark 
says “ And he said unto them, Goye into all the world 
and preach the gospel to every creature. He that detiev- 
eth andia baptized shall be saved ; but he that believ- 
eth not sball be damned.” ‘ 

Now it is evident from these passages that:the Bap- 
tism which Christ commanded was a Baptism absolute- 
ly essential to salvation—"‘ He that believeth and is Bap- 
tized shall be saved”==by connecting belief and Baptism 
together and making Salvation to depend equally on 
the two, he plainly declares that this Baptism was the 
essential saving Baptism of the Holy Spirit—“Paul” 
in commenting on this passage has profanely attempted 
to wrest a plain Scripture text--to put asunder what 
God has joined=in the face of the strongest Scripture 
language he has declared that our Lord “ omitted 
to make the Baptism here spoken of essential to Sal- 
vation.” The text however stands firm, an unimpeach- 
able Witness, whose evidence corresponds with the 
testimony of holy men in all ages—with the experience 
of every real Christian—that they and only they who 
believe and are Baptized with the Holy Spirit can be 
the heir of Salvation. , ; 

In answer to ‘ Paul’s’ query “ Why is the word Bap- 
tism omitted in the latter clause” of the 16th, verse 
above quoted—i. e. “he that believeth not shall be 
damned”—I answer, for this very obvious reason, that 
as belief must precede Baptism by the Holy Spirit— 
so he that does not believe cannot be Baptized by it, 
and consequently damnation follows upon unbelief 
alone. 

There is one cirumstance perm — — notic- 
ed, and which to prove that the Apostles never 
understood our Lard A intend that they should, by 
virtue of the aforesaid commission, Baptize their con- 
verts with w:ter. In all the cases of water Baptism 
that occurred afterwards there is not a single instance 
of any one being Baptized “ in the name of the Fa- 
ther and of the Son and of the Holy Ghost.” Now if 
the Apostles had uxderstood their Lord as modern 

Christians do, J cannot conceive how they dared to 
omit so important a part of the Ceremony, This view 
of the case brings our 0} ponents into a serious dilem- 
ma—either the Apostles did not understand him to 
mean Water Baptism, or else they disobeyed the posi- 
tive Command of their Lord. s 

It may be proper in this place to notice “ Paul’s” 
criticism on the word “ teach” mentioned in the text 
I have quoted— confess { have been at some loss to un- 
derstand how the meaning he would give it can have 
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any effect to strengthen his position, because I admit 
that men must become disciples in the School of Christ 
before they are prepared to receive Spiritual Baptism 
Yet in order to shew that the word “ teach” is cor- 
rectly rendered in the present translation of the Bible 
I will just state, that the word which is rendered 
** teach” in the imperative ood, is,in the original Greek 
“ Mathéteusate” from * Mathéteud”—in the latin 
“ doceo”—to teach—-to instruct—to inform—Both this 
verb and the noun “‘ Matbétés”. (discipulus) are deriv- 
ed from the primitive verb “ Manthand” in the latin 
** disco” “ intelligo” to learn, to acquire the knowledge 
of things, to be informed of—to understand—'o per- 
ceive, to know. “ Paul” traces the verb’ ** Mutiéteud” 
no further than to the noun * Mathétés” “ disciple:” 
he ought to have gone alittle further, to the root of 
Mathé:és—to Manthard and then he would have dis- 
covered that the translators of the Bible had rendered 
the word Matlhéteusate correctly “ Go teach all nati- 
ons”—so that,all his verbal criticism in this case seems 
intended only to veil the truth from the eye of his rea- 
der—to lead him from the plain path of Scripture doc- 
trine into thetonfused labyrinth of scholastic Divinity. 

I shall now notice some of “* Paul’s” assertions which 
I consider unsupported by Scripture testimony. First 
—He asserts that “as the sun of Righteousness arose 
Joln the Baptist gradually disappeared”—If he had 
said that as the gospel dispensation arose the dispensati- 
on of carnal ordinances gradually disappeared, he would 
have taken ground which he might have defended by 
Scripture=»but as he speaks of the person of John he 
manifestly contradicts the_ plain text, for John the 
Baptist was suddenly cut off by Herod, who threw him 
into prison and beheaded him before the Gospel dispen- 
sation was introduced, as we see Matt. xiv. 10: so that 
John’s prediction John iii. 80 ** He (Christ) must in- 
crease, but I-must decrease,” evidently refers to the 
two dispensations, the former administered by our 
Lord, the latter by his forerunner John the Baptist 
The dispensation of the Spiri¢ being that which was 
designed to ‘rise in its own native splendor and to 


eclipse the comparatively weak and planatary light of 


that “‘ morning Star of the Gospel dispensation.” 

Secondly" Paul”’ asserts that we ‘ make much o! 
John the Baptist’—with how much reason he asserts 
that we make much of him, I leave my readers to 
judgeI rather think that this charge lies with most 
reason against those who plead for carnal erdinances 
and preach up his watery Baptiem as a binding obliga- 
tion. on the members of Christ. i 

‘Thirdly— He asserts contrary to the positive lan- 
guage of the Evangelist, that “‘when Jesus began to 
make disciples he applied water Baptism to hzs con- 
veits’=to support this assertion he quotes John iil. 
22. 26. and iv. 1. which only go to prove that our 
Lord’s disciples administered Water Baptism : but he 
omitted the second verse of the fourth Chapter which 
proves expressly that Christ took no part in the per- 
formance of this typical Ceremony. ‘“‘ Jesus himself 
Baptized not, but his disciples.” And as soon as our 
Lord knew that the Pharisees had heard a false report 
“that Jesus made and Baptized more disciples than 
John,” as if offended at the scandalous rumour that he 
was administering a carnal ordinance, he immediately 
left Judea the scene of water Baptism, and went into 
Galilee. John ‘iv. 3. 

Fourthly" Paul” knowing the assertion he had 
made, that “‘ Jesus applied water Baptism to his con- 
verts, was contrary to the positive language of the text, 
directly after tacitly admits the error of his own state- 
ment, by saying that “if Christ did not Baptize him- 
self—-he ordered it to be done=Here he not only admits 
that our Lord did not Baptize himself—but he makes 
a new assertion equally unsupported by the text— 
Where is his proof that ** Christ ordered it to be done ?” 
not in the Bible I am certain. Now as this position 
rests wholly on the ipse dixit evidence of my opponent 
my only business is to deny it~The practise of the dis- 
ciples in this case no more infers a Command, than 
Peter’s denial of his Lord or Judas’s treason implies 
that they so acted in conformity with a divine injunc- 
tion. 

Fifthly—* Paul” asserts that the Baptism of the 
Holy Spirit mentioned Acts i. 5. is the Baptism of mi- 
raculous Gifts—this is a kind of term quite ‘novela 
Baptism of Gifts!! I confess myself at some loss to 
understand this language—it agrees with no idea of 
Baptism either literal or spiritual conveyed in the Sa- 
cred volume. That the Holy Spirit with which the 
Apostles and primitive Christians were Baptized con- 
ferred on them many miraculous Gifts is very evident, 
but this Baptism always preceded the Gifts—they were 
Gifts proceeding from that divine power, which God 
by Spiritual Baptism had communicated to his Chil- 
dren—‘Paul’s’ attempt to distinguish Baptism into four 
kinds is idle, and as I conceive irreverent--The Holy 
Scriptures mention but two kinds of Baptism, the Bap- 
tism of Water and the Baptism of the Holy Spirit— 
the effects of the latter were then, and always have been 
various—The Apostle beautifully exemplifies this truth 


“ there are diversiticsof Gifts, but the same Spirit— 
‘* and there are differences of administrations, but the 
** same Lord, and there are diversities of operations, 
** but it is the same God which worketh all in all—But 
“ the manifestation of the Spirit is given to every man 
“* to profit withal, for to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wisdom—to another the word of knowledge by 
* the same Spirit—to another faith by the same Spirit 
‘* —to another the gifts of healing by the same Spirit— 
** to. another the working of miracles, to another pro- 
** phecy, to another discerning of Spirits, to another 
** divers kinds of tongues—-to another the interpretation 
** of tongues—but all these worketh that one and the 
** self same Spirit, dividing to every man severally as 
** He will. For as the body is one and hath many mem- 
“* bers—and all the members of that one body being 
** many are one body, so also is Ckhrist—for by one Sp;- 
* rt we are all Baptized into one Body whether we be 
** Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or free, and 
“ have been all made to drink into one Spirit.”— 
Here the Apostle distinctly mentions the Gifts of the 
Spirit consequent on true Gospel Baptism, and though 
every Subject of this Baptism does not receive all thuse 
Gifts as a consequent of being thus initiated into the 
Church of Christ, yet no true subject of this Spiritual 
Baptism is or ever will be without one or more of those 
Gifts mentioued by the Apostle. 

The whole of “ Paul’s” arguments are intended to 
prove that a Christian ought to be Baptized with two 
“a Ny contrary to the plain language of the Apostle, 
Eph, iv. 4. 5.6. There is one Lord, one faith, one Bap- 
lism, ene God and Father of all, who is above all, and 
through all, and in you all.”—Now “ Paul” can as ea- 
sily prove that a Christian should acknowledge two 
Gods, have two Lords, hold two faiths, as that he should 
submit to ¢wo Baptisms. 

** Amicus” enurely accords with that eminent Chris- 
tian and scholar of the seventeenth Century, the di- 
vinely illuminated Robert Barclay (not a College made 
Christian inasmuch as he became a Christian long after 
he left the College) * that we ought not to go from the 
literal signification of a text unless some urgent neces- 
sity forces us thereunto;” and sincerely do 1 wish that 
* Paul” would remember the maxim—it he did so, I 
cannot understand why he should be so zealous in con- 
tending for the administration ot two Baptisms, whilst 
he acknowledges that one of them is unnecessary and 
consequently he is not forced by any urgent necessity 
to depart from the literal meaning of the text, ** one 
Lord, one faith, one Baptism.” 

In my former Essay on the subject of Baptism'I did 
say that in the latter periods of the Charch when the 
Iposties had fully experienced the inefficacy of Water 
Buptism and sthe powerful nature of the Baptism of 
Cin ist the use of water decreased—by the latter periods 
of the Church, was not meant the latter periods of the 
Church of Rome, but of the primitive Christian Church 
as descr'bed in the New Testament—lI know very well 
that after the days of the Apostles when the civil and 
ecclesiastical powers were blended together, when the 
Church through this unhallowed union became cor- 
rupt and lost her virgin beauty, then the use of carnal 
ordinances increased, mystery Babylon the mother of 
harlots bewitched her with her sorceries, and, if God 
in his mercy had not preserved a little remnant who 
could not bow in the synagogue of Satan, who could 
not worship the gorgeous but distorted image of Chris- 
tianity which had been set up, who could not be satis. 
fied with empty lifeless forms and typical ceremonies, 
the Church would have become an utter desolation—- 
but in divine goodness such a remnant was preserved 
through a long dark night of Apostacy until the dawn 
of Reformation, until the true Church was distinctly 
seen in, at of the wilderness leaning on the 
breast ofher beloved;” which that she may continue to 
do is the sincere prayer of,

Are other inducements necessary to engage 
our readers in this divine enterprise ? Is it not 
enough, that God has pledged his adorable at- 
tributes to perfect the work of redemption ? 
And that this providence has placed Christian 
nations in an altitude se auspicious ? Then 
mark the present aspect of the heathen world. 

Christians have not toiled in vain, Their 
every effort has been blessed. Clouds and dark- 
ness hung around some of their missions for a 
season; but they are gone, the sky is cloudless.

Obstacles, which appeared to be insur- 
mountable, have melted away. ‘The labourers 
who have entered the field, cast in their seed in 
the morning, and at evening filled their arms 
with the fruit of harvest. 


Observe what the arm of the Lord hath] 


wrought, in all nations for the Jews, the Maho- 
metans and the Pagans, ‘he accounts respect- 
ing them are, in general most cheering. A few 
years ago nothing, save the star of promise, 
shed one ray of light upon Israel. Even then 
they were receiving in tremendous judgments, 
the fruits of their impreeation, “ His blood be 
on us and on our children.” The humble babe

name of Christ. But the obstinacy and hard- 
ness are removing from their hearts ; the scales 
begin to drop from their eyes.

Some of them have believed to the saving of 
their souls. «“ What shall the receiving of them 
be, but life from the dead’ to the gentiles, tho’ 
blindness in part is happened [srael, uatil the 
e come in.”

Most cruelly and wickedly have they 
deluded the common people, persuading men to 
worship them as gods, to lick the dust of their 
feet, to cut oft lumps of their own flesh, and even 
their own heads, as offerings to the gods. ‘Their 
exactions haye been crafty and avaricious. “ If 
a man kills a goose or a hawk, he must give 
the priest acow; if a parrot, he must give a 
calf; if a snake, an ax; if a cat or a frog, must 
eat nothing but milk for three days.” For 
other things, they demand large sums of money. 
These priests generally continue bigoted idala- 
iors, Some of them however, have laid aside 
their purple robes and bowed to the true Sa- 
viour and are preaching the gospel. e 

The seriptures carry conviction of their ex- 
cellence to all who receive them, correcting the

REVIVALS IN VERMONT. 
Extract of a letter from Rev. Dr. Bares, to 
a gentleman in the vicinity of Boston. 
“ Middlebury College, July 20, 182t. 

“ Dear Sir,—Knowing the interest you feel 
in the advancement of the Redeemer’s king- 
dom, I have sat down this morning, fo give 
you a brief statement of what will give joy and 
Indeed if there is joy 
in heaven when one sinner repenteth, well may 
we rejoice when souls flock unto Jesus, as Joves 
to their windows. It is now about two months 
since a revival of religion comihenced in Col- 
lege. It commenced with great power; it has 
however proceeded with stillness, but great so- 
lemnity. ‘The work very soon spread into the 
village, and through the town. Nor did it stop 
here; but extended to the towns in the vicini- 
ty; and it still continues to spread in every di- 
rection. Already can we i fifteéi towns 
within thirty miles, in which it may be said, 
there is a revival of religion. In some of them 
the work proceeds with majesty and power, 
displaying most obviously the riches of sove- 
reign grace. ‘Though the work has so recently 
commenced ; yet no less than fifty or sixty may 
be found in several of these towns, rejoiting in 
hope, and furnishing good evidente that their 
hope is founded on the Ruck of Ages. The 
effeet upon College, has been exceedingly pro- 
pitious. About two thirds of our students are 
now decidedly pious; & several others wre un- 
usually thoughtful, and some deeply. impress- 
ed.”

EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN VIRGINIA. 


Abstract of the proceedings of the Convention 
for the Diocese of Virginia, held at Norfolk 
on the 47th, 18th, and 19th days of May, 
1821. 

The convention was opened by a sermon 
from the Rt. Rev. Bishop Moore. 
The number of officiating clergymen in the 
diocese, reported to the convention, is thirty 
two; of whom eighteen were present. 


The State of the Church.—The following is 
an abstract of the report of the committee ap- 
pointed for that purpose: 

* ‘The Committee on the state of the church, 
taking into consideration the deficient conditi- 
on of the diocese as respects the means of ‘The- 
ological Instruction, and the importance of ree 
taining among ourselves for Education, those 
young men who may be disposed to devote 
themselves to the sacred office of the ministry, 
recommend to this Convention, the establish- 


‘ment of a ‘Theological School in Williams- 


burg; it being understood that the Society in 
that place is willing that such a step should be 
taken, and that the faculty have generously of- 
ferred to afford gratuitously, to all bona fide 





students of theology, a course of lectures, for 
the support of such school. 

“ Jt is therefore recommended, that a board 
of trustees, clergymen and laymen, any three 
of whom shall constitute a quorum, be appoint- 
ed to adopt the most efficient means for estab- 
lishing the same, by raising funds, and select- 
ing one or more professors ; the proceedings of 
which ‘board shall be subject to the decision of 


the next convention. — 


‘ It is also recommended, that the board of 
trustees enter into a correspondenee with the 
standing committee of the dioceses of Mary-~ 
land and North-Carolina, in order to ascertain 
whether the members of otr church in those 
states are disposed to co-operate with us in this 
important measure. mn 

‘In reeommending these resolutions, the 
committee thiuk proper to declare, that they do 
not intend any opposition to the General Semi- 
nary, established by the General Convention. 
On the gontrary, we cordially desire to see the 
prosperity of an institution so vitally connect- 
ed, as that is, with the reputation and interest 
ef our Chureh. But as there are peculiar eir- 
cumstances which render it necessary to che- 
rish a seminary in the southern district, we 
consider the duty of attempting it, as coming 
within the seepe of the resolation made by the 
house of bishops, which declares its intention, 
“ not to interfere with any plan now contem- 

lated or that may hereafter be contemplated 
in any diocese or dioceses for the establish- 
ment.of Theological institutions or professor- 


ships.” 

Therefore resolved, That Mr. John Nelson, 
junior, delegate from St. James’s Parish,Meck- 
lenbes county, be appointed to solicit subserip- 
tions throughout the diocese for the above pur- 

ose. 

: Ressfeed f » That the board of trustees © 
be authorised, in case of death or resignation 
of the above collector, to appoint another for 
the said purpose; and generally to give such 
instructions and directions as shall, in their 
a be proper.” 

‘This report, and the accompanying resolu- 
tions were agreed to by the Convention.

It ig a remarkable fact, that two Indians, by 
the name of Johnson and Turkey, have actual- 
ly been appointed by the chiefs at Catarangus, 
to instruct the natives, from Sabbath to Sab- 
bath, in the christian religion! ‘They were both 
present. Johnson gave an exhortation urgin 
upon the assembly the importance of what ad 
heeu brought to view. He expressed his ideas 
in foreible language as to the momentous nature 
of these things and his hope that they should 
persevere in keeping the Sabbath. He avowed 
his resolution to attend to the duty assigned 
him by the chiefs, so long as they should see fit 
to continue him in the office, and tendered me 
his hearty thanks. He then requested me to 
sing, and pray, and dismiss the congregation; 
which was accordingly done. 

Mr. Hyde, under the patronage of the New- 
York Missionary Society, with the humble but 
honorable name of a eatechist, delivers regular 
discourses, from Sabbath to Sabbuth, in the vil- 
lage of his residence, and occasionally, at Cata- 
rangus and ‘lonnewanta, when a cavalcade of 
nearly twenty of the principal characters of his 
more immediate charge accompanies him thirty 
miles, out of respect to this faithful laborer in 
the vineyard, and to encourage the hearts and 
strengthen the hands of their brethren, of those 
reservations, in the work of the Lord.
